Introducing Homebound Library Services 


he subject of the District's long range 
planning efforts has been a continuing 
topic in this column. An outcome of this 
planning effort, was the invitation of 
residents to participate in focus groups so that we 
could learn firsthand about the library needs of our 
community. The information gathered has helped 
influence the development of new programs and 
services. In January of 2001, we opened state-of- 
the-art computer training laboratories in each 
building. We are now offering several levels of 
computer instruction. These classes are very 
popular with the public. In June we are 
inaugurating a new service which will be beneficial 
to adults in the community who are unable to come 
to the library. If you have a family member or a 
neighbor whose library needs can be best met by 
this service, please pass along this information. 


Homebound Library Services in June 

Do you love to read but can no longer get to the 
library? If you have a physical condition that 
prevents you from coming to the library, you don’t 
have to give up reading. The Fountaindale Library is 
providing free delivery of library materials to 
homebound Fountaindale Library District resi- 
dents who cannot visit their public library. This 
service is also available to residents who reside in 
residential care facilities located within the District. 
You are eligible to participate if you are: 


* homebound 

* the care giver of a homebound person 
* without transportation 

* unable to visit your local public library

To participate in this service you will be asked to 
complete a brief application and reading preference 
form. Based upon your description of what you like 
best to read, library staff will select materials for 
you. The library has an extensive collection of large 
print books. Books are also available in 
audiocassette format. In addition, a collection of 
educational videos and music in various formats 
are also available. 

Requests for materials will be filled and sent to 
you by mail. When these materials are due back in 
the library, you may mail the materials back in the 
enclosed, postage-paid envelope. In order to use 
this service, you must have a library card. If you 
don’t have a library card, a library staff member will 
issue you one when your Homebound Service 
begins. If you are interested in taking advantage of 
this new service, please call Circulation Services in 
either library and give us your name and address. 
We will promptly mail you an application and 
preference form. We look forward to serving you!!!

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A family read-aloud can spark 
enthusiasm and foster enjoyment of a 
wide variety of recreational and informa- 
tional literature. Being an avid reader as 
a teen promotes solid academic achieve- 
ment through high school and _ into 
college. Continuing the habit of reading 
through adulthood provides continuous 
opportunity for self enrichment and 
enjoyment. 

Enjoying a good book at any age is 
much like savoring our favorite A 
Probably because reading a good book, 
holding onto that book and having it 
become part of who we are is like feeding 
our souls. It is therefore highly unlikely 
that e-books will ever replace the 
hundreds of various print titles that are 
always popular.

Reciprocal 
Borrowers 


he Fountaindale Public Library District 
serves the villages of Bolingbrook and 
Romeoville. Within these villages, there 
are areas that are not part of the Library 
District. For example, the area south of 135" street 
in Romeoville is serviced by Des Plaines Valley, with 
libraries located in Lockport and Crest Hill. 
Lakewood Falls and Carillon subdivision are divided 
into two library districts, Des Plaines Valley and 
Plainfield. Wesglen, Wespark, Popular Ridge 
Estates, Highpoint, Heritage Landing, Heritage 
Place and Malibu Bay are in Des Plaines Valley 
library District. Portions of Carillon, Lakewood Falls 
and all of Weslake are in the Plainfield Public 
Library district. In Bolingbrook the areas of River 
Bend and Cider Creek are served by the Plainfield 
Public Library. 
These areas may receive service from 
Fountaindale simply by following the Reciprocal 
Borrower policy: 


Reciprocal Borrower 

(1) Any person holding a valid borrower's card 
from a library participating in the Illinois 
reciprocal borrowing program may be granted 
reciprocal borrowing privileges upon 
completion of a Fountaindale Public Library 

District application card. Reciprocal borrowing 

privileges are valid for one (1) year. 

(2) The following limitations apply to all reciprocal 
borrowers: 

(a) A reciprocal borrower may borrow only 

those items authorized in Appendix V-2. 

(b) A reciprocal borrower shall not be given 

interlibrary loan service. 

(c) “refers to a full time teacher who teaches in 

a school within the Fountaindale Public 
Library District. Or in a school under the 
jurisdiction of the Valley View School 
District”. 

(d) A reciprocal borrower may elect to pay an 
annual fee set forth in Appendix V-3 which 
will give the holder full and unrestricted 
access to all District services. 


Under (1) most libraries within Illinois 


participate in reciprocal borrowing practices. 

The Circulation Services in each building will be 
happy to assist you in obtaining reciprocal 
borrowers status by calling either (815) 886-2030 
ext. 10 or (630) 759-2102 ext.10.
